THIS MAKES DE PUE A HERO. 


Instead of the Highwayman Depicted 
by the Prosecution, the Jury Be- 
lieved He Avenged an In- 
sult to His Sister. 


Charles De Pue is free—saved by his sis- 
ter. 

Tuesday morning he was acquitted of the 
murder of Morris Peitsch by a jury in Judge 
Flitcraft’s division of the Circuit Court. 

The trial for the crime began last Wed- 
nesday, and the evidence was such that few 
belleved the young man would escape the 
gallows, particuiarly as the defense seemed 
at sea. 

Witness after failed to show 
anything in the young man's favor, and 


witness 


there was a weak attempt at a self-defense 
plea, then at one of insanity. 

Saturday afternoon, as told exclusively in 
the Post-Dispatch, the entire line of de- 
fense was changed. 

Bessie De Pue took the stand and told 
the jury that Morris Pietsch, the old grocer, 
had twice insulted her, Each time she told 
her brother. 

The last insult and the last complaint, she 


gaid, happened on Nov, 10, 1896. 
Theat night Pietsch was killed. 
That the girl, a beautiful brunette, 


pressed the jury, was evident at the time, 


but no one thought the twelve men gave 
such weight to her words as to acquit 
him. . 

They evidently .believed implicitly what 
ehe related and that the boy Charles was 


a hero. 

His acquittal was a surprise to everyone. 

When the jury filed into court at 10:30 
o'clock Tuesday morning and announced 
that they had agreed upon a verdict, the 
defendant was brought in and took a seat 
beside his counsel. He was as calm and 
collected in manner as during the entire 
trial. and his pale, bloodless face exhibited 
no trace of anxiety as to the verdict. He 
preserved the same demeanor when the 
clerk read the words, “‘not guilty,” and 
was probably the most unmoved person in 
the room when the words restoring him to 
liberty were pronounced. 

De Pue stood up, in response to the sug- 
gestion of Judge Flitcraft, who said that 
in accordance with the verdict of the jury 
it only remained for the court to order his 
discharge from custody. 

As the jury filed out of the court-room 
De Pue laud ment them and thanked each 
in turn for their consideration. Then he 
shook hands with his attorneys and also 
with Assistant Circuit Attorney Cramer. 
Then he stepped up to the bench shook 
hands with Judge Flitcraft, and thanked 
him, and was given a few words of whole- 
some advice by the Judge, who cautioned 
him to restrain his temper in future and 
Sepeuct himself as a useful and upright 
citizen, : 

While De Pue was thus employed, his 
mother and sister, who occupied seats with 
the spectators, could hardly restrain their 
anxiety to rush forward and embrace the 
son and brother. The moment ‘he passed out 
th@®inclosure into the aisle his mother ran 
forward and kissed him affectionately. 

itis sister, with a radiant look of supreme 
happiness upon her pretty face, threw her 
arins about his neck and almost smothered 
him with embraces. A crowd of friends 
surged about the little group, offering their 
sincere congratulations, temporarily inter- 
rupting the proceedings of court. The depu- 
y sheriffs were compelled to use great ef- 
orts to clear 4he room and allow the court 
to resume business. 

The jurors only required three. ballots to 
come to a definite understanding as to the 
guiit or innocence of the defendant. The 
case Was given to them for deliberation at 
8 o'clock Monday evening, and by 1 o’clock 
> the morning they had agreed on a ver- 

ict. 

On the first ballot Louis M. Miller voted 
fer conviction of murder in the first degree, 
four others voted to convict of manslaugh- 
ter in the fourth degree, six wanted to ac. 
quit, and August Hoeltzel refused positive 
ly to vote on the first ballot, or to assign 
any reason for his refusal. 

On the second ballot, it is sald, Miller 
and another juror also cast their vote for 
acquittal, leaving the jury eight for ac- 
quittal and four for manslaughter. On the 
third ballot the twelve jurors were unanl- 
mous in. thelr opinion that the defendant 
oe be acquitted. They then went to 

eep, 

The verdict of acquittal, in the opinion of 
a majority of the members of the bar at the 
Four Courts, was the only logical conclu- 
sion that the Jury could reach, in view of 
the testimony offered by the defense, Nota. 
vly the testimony of De Pue's sister which 
threw a doubt on the guilt of the defen- 
dant, and of which the jury was anxious 
to Eve him ihe benefit. 

Clerk Ed Chamberlain sald that several of 
the jurors told him that from the moment 
the pretty sister of the defendant went on 
the stand and gave her testimony, all the 
other testimony was overshadowed and 
eclipsed in their minds by the importance 
and credibility which they attached to it. 

Judge Flitcraft refused to discuss the 
verdict Or to express an opinion as to the 
merite Of the testimony of the witnesses. 

“It would be manifestly improper for me 
to do #0,” he said, “and I make it a rule 
never to @Xpreas a public opinion of the 
merita of any action which comes before 
me in my judictal capacity.” 

Assistant Ciroult Attorney Cramer, who 
made a bitter fight to secure a conviction 
and whose closing argument to the jury 
Monday evening is eald by members of the 
bar who heard {t to have been masterly 
laughed wignifioantly when asked what he 
thought of the result of the trial.

George J. Fritsch committed ‘suicide 
Tuesday. 

His dead body was found dangling from 
a rope in the elevator shaft at his store 
shortly after 1 o’clock. 

The body was cold and must have been 
hanging for several hours. tit was accident- 
ally discovered by the porter. 

The porter attempted to run the elevator. 
It didn’t start, ‘and, glancing up the shaft, 
the porter saw his employer haging dead 
from a rope. 

Help was summoned, the body cut down 
and the Coroner notified. 

Mr. Fritsch was ome of the leading busi- 
ness men of South St. Louls. He was in 
the furniture business at 1509 South Broad- 
way and was thought by his competitors 
and friends to enjoy a prosperous trade. 

After it was known that he had com- 
mitted suicide, it was said by some that he 
was being pressed by creditors and for a 
week or more had been bending all his en- 
ergies to raise money. 

It is thought that he could no longer 
withstand the pressure, and becoming de- 
spondent and discouraged resolved to end 
his life with death. 

He was 38 years old and married, residing 
at 1433 South Second etreet.

MISS HERBERT LEAPS TO-DEATH 
FROM A THIRD-STORY WINDOW, 


Suicide of the Elder Daughter of the Ex-Secretary of 
the Navy at Her Home in Washington. 


SHE WAS A. PREY 


TO MELANCHOLIA. 


Determined to Die, She Had 


from the 


Severed Her Wrist With a 


- Pair of Scissors Before Taking the Leap 


Window.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 21.—Miss 
Lela Herbert, aged 24, daughter of Hil- 
ary A. Herbert, Secretary of the Navy 
in Cleveland’s cabinet, committed suicide 
this afternoon by jumping from the third 
story of her home in New Hampshire 
avenue. 

Miss Herbert was injured some time ago 
by a horseback accident in Alabama, and 
has not been well since. 

It had been Miss Herbert's custom for 
several years to take her breakfast in 
her room and later prepare for the social 
obligations of the day. Shortly before 10 
o'clock she dressed to go down stairs, but 
instead af descending to the parlor, went 
to the rear room of the third story of 
her home, whence she fell to the ground, 
sustaining injuries which caused her death 
before Dr. Johnston could arrive. Her 
father was not at home at the time, be- 
ing on his way here from Alabama. 

The death was reported to the police 
headquarters as a case of guicide, due to 
melanchola and temporary aberration of 
mind, as the result of a long illness, but 
some friends of the family still belleve that 
the fall q@as the result of an accident, 

This afternoon the following authorized 
statement was made by a gentleman fa- 
miliar with all of the facts of the suicide: 

‘““M'ss Herbert at the time of the occur- 
rence was suffering from acute melancholia. 
It developed several weeks Ago as the final 
result of injuries received by being thrown 
from her horse last spring. 

‘The melancholia was not insanity in the 
sense of being accompanied by delusions. 
At the time there was profound depression, 


ease, and there was danger that suicidal 
tendencies would develop. For thig reason 
nurses were provided to maintain the 
closest watchfulness. No suicidal tenden- 
cles developed, however, until yesterday, 
when for the first time Miss Herbert made 
an attempt to get out of the window, but 
was restrained by the nurse. This led to 
additional caution, and two nurses alter- 
nated in constant watchfulness. She was 
at all times rational, quiet and gentle, and 
it was supposed the disease would yield to 
treatment. Warly this morning the nurse 
on duty noticed a small spot of blood on 
the WA coverings. She inquired what it 
meant, but the invalid endeavored to pass 
it by lightly. On making an investigation, 
however, the nurse found the under bed 
clothes were saturated with blood and that 
Miss Herbert had severed the artery of her 
wrist with a pair of scissors. Feeling that 
the emergency was great the nurse hast- 
ened to the door and gave an alarm. In this 
momentary withdrawal from the bedside, 
Miss Herbert leaped out and sprang from 
the window. The plunge was made head- 
foremost so that she lighted on the top of 
her head on the pavement. This injury 
alone wag sufficient to have caused her 
death from concussion of the brain and 
it was doubtless the immediate cause. 
Aside from this a cursory examination In- 
dicated that the skull was fractured. The 
sever'ng of the artery would also have re-

sulted fatally. When the physician reached 
her Miss Herbert, was still breathing, but 
died about an hour after the leap.” 

The Coroner returned a verdict of sul- 
cide during temperary insanity. As the 
facts in the case were clear he decided 
that an inquest was unnecessary. 

The sudden death and tragic features 
surrounding it were a great shock to the 
great circle of friends she had made in the 
course of her life In Washington as the 
daughter of a popular representative in 
Congress from the South and later as one 
of the Cabinet circle of ladies when she 
presided over her father’s household dur- 
ing the four years he was Secretary of the 
Navy under the last Cleveland administra- 
tion. 

Her death was traceable Indirectly to.an 
accident while horseback riding tin her na- 
tive State of Alabama about two months 
ago. She always had been enthusiastically 
fond of riding and while paying a visit to 
her old home, started home on a horse 
that had not been broken, It stumbled and 
she was thrown violently to theg round gus- 
taining severe injuries to her back. She 
was brought back to Washington, but re- 
covery was exceedingly siow and it wag 
not until last Sunday that she was able to 
go.out of the house. 

On that day she went driving for the 
first time since the accident and Dr. W. 
W. Johnson, the attending physician, no- 
ticed considerable improvement. This 
morning she was unusually bright and 
cheerful and chatted animatedly with her 
married sister, Mrs, Mtcou, who made her 
home with the ¢x-Secretary and his daugh- 
ter. ? 

Miss Herbert was one of the best-known 
young ladies of Washington. When her 
futl.er, Hilary A. Herbert, was appointed 
Secretary of the Navy by President Cleve- 
land, being a widower, his house was pre- 
sided over by his daughter. She was a very 
pretty girl, with soft, fluffy blonde hair and 
correct features, brightened by an engag- 
ing smile in conversation. She was a typl- 
cal, thoroughly modern Southern girl. She 
loved quaint, old-fashioned dresses, and fre- 
quently wore them ni the afternoon and 
| evening. Miss Herbert was the youngest 
woman in the Cabinet circle, but long expe- 
rienced in Washington society, where she 
had been a belle, qualified her admirably to 
preside over her father’s establishment. 

Miss Herbert's mother was prior to her 
marriage Miss Ella Smith of Selma, still 
remembered as one of the most beautiful 
and fascinating women of her generation 
in the South. She died in 188%. Washington 
people recognized in Mrs. Herbert a leader 
of society in the most perfect sense and 
deferred to her In a manner enjoyed by few 
wives of Representatives. She left two 
daughters, the younger of whom, Miss Elia, 
married two years ago Mr. Benjamin Mi- 
con, a lawyer of Anniston, Ala. The elder 
Miss Herbert, who to-day committed sul. 
cide, was a young woman of more than ore 
dinary executive ability, and acted as herp

The Necessary Proof Will Be Obtained Wednesday

Another Point Won in the Battle of the Post-Dispatch on Behalf 


of Motormen Who Are Compelled to Face Rain, Snow 
and Icy Blasts for $16 a Week. 


The crusade to compel the street railway 
companies to provide vestibules for their 
motormen, inaugurated by the Post-Dis- 
patch, and pushed by this newspaper per- 
sistently, wil] bear fruit immediately. 

Prosecuting Attorney Thomas E. Mulvl- 
hill has promised the Post-Dispatch that 
he will at once compel the companies to 
furnish their employes the protection or- 
dered. given them by the law. 

Mr. Mulvihill promises that he will take 
a hand in the fight which the Post-Dispatch 
has so vigorously waged, and that there 
will be no let up tn the proceedings until] 
every street railway corporation in St. 
Louis has complied with the statute. 

At the request of the Post-Dispatch Mr. 
Mulvihill has drawn up a form of informa- 
tion, which will be used against the street 


railway officials. These informations will 
be igsued Wednesday morning and war- 
ranté for the arrest of some of the Superin- 

tehdents and other officers who have per- 
sisiently ignored one of the most humane 

Jaws ever enacted will be placed in the 
hands of deputy sheriffs for service. 

Mr. Mulvihill agrees with the Post-Dis- 
patch in that he believes the law is con- 
gtitutional and valid. A reporter pointed 
Out to the Prosecuting Attorney that the 
law was modeled after the law that has 
been in force in Minnesota for several 
years. The Minnesota law was modeled af. 
ter a law enforced in Wisconsin. The 5Su- 
preme Courts in both of these States have 
passed on the vestibule law, which in all 
essential points is identical with the Mis- 
soar law. They have been declared con- 
etitutional and there is no reason to believe 
that the Missouri courts would hold other- 
wise. 

Mr. Mulvihill will make cases Wednesday 
against several of the companies, He wll 
have officers. of the law stationed at a 
etreet crossing where many cars are con- 
stantiy passing. They will make note that 
certain cars pass at certain times; that 
they carry passengers; that they are elec- 
tric cars: that there is a motorman and that 
there is no vestibule to protect the motor- 
man from the snow, wind, rain or elements. 
Post-Dispatch reporters will be present and 
the details of the cases made wiil be given 
to the public at once. 

The motormen will not be called on to 
eassist in making cases aga‘nst their een- 
ployers. The motormen are reticent about 

iving their names or expressing any opin- 
on about the enforcement of the law for 
their protection. ‘hey Know that if it 
appears that they have given any informa- 
tion, or their names appear in print ag be- 
ing in favor of the enforcement of the vesti- 
Dule law. they wil! lose thew positions. 

They prefer to suffer in order that their 
wives and babies may have the necessaries 
of life. If they complain and lose their 
places they know that hundreds of ather 
men are eager to face the driving wind, 
blinding rain and cutting sleet for the 
motorman’s pay. 

Most of the motormen when spoken to 
had no decided opinian to express on the 
wis, 

‘*Yos, it's a good law.” one said. “Rut I 
have not talked much about it. You see 
when a man stands on the front of a car 
for fourteen hours, without an opportunity 
to warm himself only during the hour he 
takes for lunch, he is tired out when his 
day’s work is done and he does not care 
to atand out in the cold and talk about 
anything. What he wants is rest “and 
warmth and he goes home Then it is not 
g00d policy to talk about your grievances, 
no matter how righteous they may he. Too 
many men lose their jobs for talking too 
much.’ 

This O@he motorman voiced the sentiments 
of a dézen others. Mr. Mulvihill will not 
subpoena any motormen at first. He says ne 
can prove the facts by others whose power 
to @arn a living’ will not be placed in 
jeopardy by telling the truth. 

“When the Post-Dispatch first began its 
Agitation of the subject,’’ said Mr. Mulvi- 
hill, “Il began an investigation. I deter- 
mined that the law was not only one of

the most humane that was ever enacted, but 
that it was perfectly legal. This was be- 
fore the Municipa] Assembly passed the res- 
olution recognizing the justice of the law 
ahd saying that the law ought to be rigidly 
enforced. The official resolution was for- 
warded to me and I have continued my in- 
vestigation. I have finished this and now I 
am réady to act. 

“This talk about the law being unconstl- 
tutional is untimely and is advanced by the 
street railway officials, Some contend that 
because the law specifies electric cars and 
does not mention cable cars, that it is.a 
species of class legislation. A little thought 
should dispel this erroneous idea,- The grip- 
man on a cable car does not require the 


same protection that a motorman does. The 
gripman stands in the center of his car. It 
is true that wind can get a fair tg 4 at 
him. But he fs in the dry. The rain, hail 
snow and sleet cannot reach him. Then 
his work is entirely different from that of 
the motorman. There is more bodily exer- 
tion about it. Moving the long levers back 
and forth keeps his blood in circulation. 
Then, when he is not at work at this, he 
can move around in his quarters and by 
exercising can keep comparatively warm. 

“The speed of the car is regulated by the 
speed of the rope and he does not havevhis 
hand constantly on the lever. 

“On the electric cars there is absolutely 
no protection, The motorman must stand 
on the extreme front of the car, facing the 
wind constantly: If it is raining he must 
face it all the time. No matter if the sleet 
be beating against his face and drawing 
blood he cannot for a moment protect his 
face without imperiling the lives of his 
passengers. There is no bodily work re- 
quired to start and stop an electric car, 
comparatively. And yet he must have one 
hand constantly on the controler and the 
other on the brake. He cannot exercise on 
the front platform sufficiently to keep hig 
blood in circulation. 

“The legislators who framed -the law are 
an intelligent body of men. They knew, it 
is supposed, what was wanted. Many of 
the men who made the law are St. Louisans 
and are familiar with the matter. At any 
rate, the law is on the statutes. It is law, 
and it must be enforced. 

‘The Post-Dispatch has shown so taAor- 
oughly the need of The enforcement of the 
law that it is a popular one in St. Louis, 
and the public clamor for its enforcement. 

“I must say that I was surprised when 
Mr. Eggers rushed ‘nto print and made a 
grandstand tay! § about enforcing the law. 
He has absolutely no power to do so. He 
is not my superior officer. I was Prosecut- 
ing Attorney when he was clerk to the City 
Attorney. When ihe Legislature enacted 
the law creating the Court of Criminal 
Correction it provided that all misdemean- 
ors should be tried in that court. The 
same act took that power away from the 
Crim'nal Court, of which Mr. Eggers is 
the Attorney. It further provided that the 
Grand-jury could not indict for an offense 
that should be tried in the Court of Criminal 
Correction. 

“Failure to comply with the vestibule 
law is a misdemeanor. It Is my duty to 
prosecute it, a lL.am the only offic'al who 
is authorized By law to prosecute stich 
cases. I will not shirk my duty. 

‘“T spoke to one street railway manager 
about the law. He askéd mé to not brih 
the first case against his company. I tol 
hit I would brine suits against three or 
four companies and that I would not pick 
out co@mpanies in particular. I told im 
that the law was popular with the publie 
and I had to do my duty. He said that if 
the street railways were forced to obey the 
law it would result In great inconventence 
to the publie. It would take time to put 
vestibules on the cars and the public 
would object to having to wait for cars. 
Then to place vestibules on old cars would 
make them unsightly and clumsy and would 
entail a great outlay of money by the com- 
panies. He said that any new cars that 
might be built would be provided with ves- 
ti:bules. 

‘‘But, as the Post-Dispatch has repeatedly 
said, the street railway men have utterly 
ignored the law. They have defied the 
wishes of the people. They a had am- 
ple time to comply and now they must 


answer for their neglect.’

POLITICAL FOOTPADS. 


In the exposure of the scheme of the 
Democratic Executive Committee to levy 
political assessments on patrolmen the 
Post-Dispatch laid bare the severest blow 
at the efficiency of the police since the 
reign of the unspeakable gamblers’ ring. 

The scheme reeks with political cor- 
ruption. It is essentially vicious. No 
juggling with words and specious expla- 
nations can conceal the nature of the 
scheme as a measure of political black- 
mail which not only robs the patrolmen, 
but demoralizes the police department. 
The mailed hand of political power is 
concealed under the suppliant palm of 
the politician and the tone of the com- 
mand is veiled in the voice of entreaty. 

The policemen know that men who are 
inviting them to join the Democratic 
party and contribute to its support repre- 
sent the power that controls their places. 
They know that refusal to join and con- 
tribute will be regarded as evidence of 
hostility to the party, or at least of use- 
lessness in the work of building up the 
organization in which their superiors are 
interested. The mere fact, that the poli- 
tics of the policemen must be disclosed 
by the response to the invitation is 
vicious. The police must either Iie or 
run the risk of dismissal by refusing to 
submit to political assessment. 

If the effect of the assessment scheme 
stopped with the blackmailing and rob- 
bery of the patrolmen, it would be bad 
enough, but it goes further. It demoral- 
izes the force. The basis of police ap- 
pointment is shifted from merit to poli- 
tics. The policeman Who is a member of 
the Democratic organization and who 
pays his assessment feels that he has 
& partisan claim to the place. He nat- 
urally expects to hold his place and earn 
promotion by partisan work rather than 
by fidelity to police duty. The munici- 
pality is deprived of honest police work. 

By the levying of police assessments 
the police department is blackmailed and 
corrupted and the community is wronged. 
It prostitutes the police department to 
partisan purposes and opens the way to 
countless abuses, 

If the Democratic party persists in this 
villainy it will be estopped from criticis 
of Republican abuses in municipal gov- 
ernment. Nothing the Republicans have 
done or can do exceeds in viciousness 
this political assessment of the police.

Mr. Walter A. Wyckoff, lecturer on 80- 
clology at Princeton University, spent 
two years as a workingmen in various 
lines of toil. He relates part of his ex- 
perience in a book—"'The Workers’— 
which was recently reviewed in the Post- 
Dispatch. And in one of the concluding 
chapters of this book Mr. Wyckoff gives 
his idea of a “captain of industry.” He 
found this paragon in a logging camp 
and says of him: “You have actual sight 
at such times of one of Carlyle’s heroes. 
a ‘captain of industry,’ to whom there 
are no insurmountable difficulties, no ‘im- 
possibilities,’ but who brings order out of 
chaos by the sheer force of indomitable 
energy.’ 

As Mr. Wyckoff is a teacher of men, 
it will be curious to know what sort of 
& man this “captain of industry” actually 
was. He gives us a view of him a few 
pages before that from which we quoted. 
Wyckoff had enlisted at the logging camp 
and was a very green hand. This man, 
whom he calls Fits-Adams, was boss.

Wyckoff was loading with hemlock bark.

Judge Talty sat for Judge Valliant in 
Court Room No. 6 Tuesday. There were 
fifteen divorce cases on the default docket 
and as each of the complainants was sup- 
ported by various witnesses and friends the 
room was well filled.

“On this trip I expect to remain in St. 
Louls three or four days,” he said. “We 
have already leased the building, but there 
are many details to be looked after. We 
shall stock the seven floors with a com- 
plete line of department store goods, and 
expect to be ready for business March 1. I 
shall become a St. Louisan, and expect to 
vote here as soon as they will let me, 

“We found the necessity for opening a 
house in St. Louis imperative. We simply 
could not sell the Western and Southwest- 
ern trade from our Chicago headquarters, 
CuStomers from the West on their buying 
tours wouid always be side-tracked in St, 
Louis.

Some of, his’ stationary 
indicates that he is president of the Cremo- 
line Soap Company, with offices at 11 North 
Main street. 

The case against him was developed by 
Postal Inspector William L. Reid, who saya 
guker’s scheme was extensive and success- 
ful. It is not altogether new. 

It is alleged in the information, drawn 
by Assistant United States Attorney Coies, 
that Mr. Laker caused advertisements to 
be inserted in numerous newspapers offer- 
ing a series of prizes to persons s@nding in 
the largest list of words that could be 
formed from the letters in the word “‘Crem- 
oline.”’ The person sending in the largest 
list should receive $400; the next, $250; the 
next, $125, and so on down to $2. The 
prizes were to be paid in gold. Then to the 
persons sending in the seventeen next lar- 
gest lists would be given a silver tea serv- 
ice 

The specific charge is based on a letter 
mailed to M. A. Lang, 1800 Lyndale avenue, 
Minneapolis, This letter, a copy of which 
is embodied !n the information, informed 
Mr. Lang that he had won one of the hand- 
some tea service sets, but in accordance» 
with the terms of the advertisement he 
should remit $3 for soap. 

Mr. Lang sent the letter to the postal 
authorities here. Other letters of a sime- 
jiar character came in from all quarters, 
The postal authorities investigated. They 
claim that the

PROMOTERS ARF WATCHFUL. 


the Leavenworth’ Bridge 
Builder, Will Move His Great 
Works to Hast St. Louis. 


The report that there would be a meeting 
of the Board of Directors of the proposed 
third bridge in East St. Louis Monday was 
in error. The directors assembled Thursday. 

The details of the meeting have been kept 
secret. The most encouraging reports were 
rece'ved from the various committees ap- 
pointed. The plans and specifications pre- 
pared were submitted and approved by 
Chief Engineer J. 8S. Tullock, and unan- 
mously ratified by the directors, 

A letter was received from Washington, 
D. C., stating that government eng‘neers 
would be sent on in January to make the 
necessary surveys and fix a location, whica, 
it is generally agreed, will be Mullanphy 
street on the west and.a point midway be- 
tween Venice and Hast St. Louis on the east 
side of the river. 

A proposition to increase the capital stock 
was laid over until the next session, which 
Subscr.ption books will then 
be open to the general public. 

The directors were somewhat nettled by 
a rumor that the Wiggins Ferry Co. would 
be a heavy subscriber. It was stated that 
the grasping corporat.on would endeavor to 
secure a controlling interest in the new 
bridge and so manipulate the stock as to 
freeze out the or!ginal promoters, and thus 
be in a position to mainta.n the exorbitant 
switching rates now charged. Careful pre- 
caution will be taken to prevent such an 
outcome. 

“If the Wiggins Ferry people are given 
half a chance,” said a stockholder, they 
will hog everything. Eternal vigilance Is, 
in this case at least, the price of liberty. 
We will see that the ferry company is 
oiled.” 

J. 8. Tullock, who is to superintend, the 
construction of the new bridge, will, It is 
said, move his entire bridge-building plant 
from its present location at Leavenworth, 
Kan., to East St. Louis. The removal will 
be permanent. 

This is one of the largest bridge con- 
struction companies in the United States, 
It employs a vast amount of labor, and has 
immense capital.

MADRID WILL RECEIVE HER.

Consideration Will Be Shown Minister 
Patenotre’s American Wife. 
WASHINGTON. Dec, 21.—Stories have 
been current recently that the mission of 
the new French Ambassodor at Madrid, M. 
Patenotre, who recently closed his service 
here, would be considerably embarrassed 
from the fact that he had married an 
American girl. It is stated, however, that 
when a similar story gained. circulation in 
Madrid a few weeks ago it was promptly 
and with apparent authority denied. The 
report was originally printed in a French 
newspaper and was copied in Madrid. 
Thereupon the Epoca, the leading Conserva- 
tive paper in Madrid, the editor being the 
Dean of the journalistic community, took 
up the matter and gave assurance that tne 
American wife of the French Ambassador 
would be received with every mark of con- 
sideration. It instanced as a similar case 
that of the wife of the Marquis Apezteguia, 
who was formerly Miss Vincent of New 
York, and as wife of the well known

MERMOD & JACCARD’S FIRE- 
PROOF VAULT REACHED BY 
THE SALVAGE CORPS. 


IS ATTACKED FROM THE REAR. 


It Contains $250,000 Worth of Valu- 
ables, but Their Condition 
Is Not Known. 


-—--——— 


At 10 o’clock Tuesday morning the work of 
breaking into the fire and bruglar proof 
vault In the ruins of the Mermod-Jaccard 


store was begun. 

In that vault are $250,000 worth of dia- 
monds, jewelry, gold watches and other 
articles of value, including many things 
bought and paid for by customers of the 


house, 

The firm, the insurance men and the 
friends of the house are interested in know- 
ing the condition of the interior of that 
yault and a bg.crowd watched the pre- 
paration for the work. Much depends upon 
the condition of the goods locked inside, 
If the vault was fireproof, as claimed, the 
loss from the fire will be no greater than 
that already stated. But {ff the heat around 
the steel room ignited anything inside, great 
additional loss will have to be borne. 

Several members of the firm, A. Whipple, 
insurance protective agent, representing the 
insurance companies; a number of fire in- 
surance agents and Capt. Evans of the 
Salvage Corps, superintended the work, A 
number of policemen guarded the alley. 
The workmen who broke into the vault 
were members of the Salvange Corps and 
half a dozen expert safe-men. It was de- 
cided the vault was most accessible from 
the rear and the workmen, with picks, tore 
a doorway into the wall and then set to 
work on the solid brick wall enveloping the 
steel strong-room, 

After a doorway Nad been cut through 
the west wail from the alley the carpenters 
built a platform leading to the door of the 
vault. The combination knob of the door 
had been knocked off by a falling. beam, but 
the safe experts anticipated little trouble in 
getting open the massive steel doors. 

tefore they could get to work Fire Chief 
Swingley and Assistant Chief Haines or- 
dered them to stop. President James W. Bell 
and une taicers of the St. Louls Safe De- 
posit and Savings Bank, on Locust street, 
the northwest corfier of the alley, be- 
Broadway and S§8ixth street, com- 
piained to the authorities that they were 
afraid the high west wall of the burned 
building would topple and crugh their build- 
ing in. One of the clerks had insisted that 
he saw the wall sway several] times. 

The west wall is intact from the ground 
to where the roof was above the fifth 
floor. It towers many feet above the little 
two-story bank bullding but twelve feet 
away, at the corrfer of the alley, and the 
bank officers and clerks thought it en- 
dangered their lives. 

Truck company No, 6 was ordered to the 
ruins and a ladder was run up to where 
the fourth floor had been. A man made a 
purchase loop knot for a stout inch thick 
wire rope. his was passed through the 
loop with a double turn and run out east 
to the Broadway street front where it was 
hauled taut and made fast. 

The other end of the steel rope was passed 
over the roofs of the bank and the other 
small buildings west, and made fast to a 
heavy telegraph pole on Sixth street. Thus 
the wall was effectually braced against col- 
papsing and crushing in the Uttle banking 
10use, 

Tuesday the city carts hauled away the 
rubbish from the street and the west side- 
walk in front of the ruins was cleared 50 
pedestrians could pass. 

When the firemen pulled off a portion of 
the south wall Monday afternoon the fourTh 
floor corner 6tone, weighing half a ton, was 
torn loose and came whitiine down, It 
siruck the stone sidewalk about ten feet 
north of Locust. 

Although the pavement over the cellar 
was made of etone a foot thick, it crashed 
through as though a steel bullet from a 
dynamite gun, and fell‘into the basement, 
leaving a hole in the sidewalk nearly six 
feet square. 

This hole had-to be bridged over before 
pedestrians could pass on the sidewalk Tues- 
day morning. 

Insurance men now think the salvage on 
the Mermod & Jaccard stock will amount 
to many thousands of dollars, In the cellar 
they say will be found hills of melted sil- 
ver, undamaged bric-a-brac and many other 
articles but slightly injured, and they think 
the sale of this stuff will considerably re- 
duce the loss. At the big Ely & Walker dry 
goods fire it was at first thought the loss 
Was total, but the salvage considerably cut 
— the Hability of the insurance compa- 
hies, 

The thousands who make up the great 
holiday crowd on Broadway gaze with more 
interest upon the grim walls and wreckage 
at Broadway and Locust than they do at 
the pretty Christmas things in the win- 
dows of the big stores. 

Since the fire anybody who has business 
down town goes over to Broa lway to see 
what the flames did. The result is that 
the east side of Broadway, from Olive 
Bireet to St. Charles, is almost impassable. 

The police have orders to make pedes- 
trians “pass on,”’ and they Ive a great 
deal of trouble in dojng it. Fifty officers 
from the Central District are on duty at 
the rums, and despite their gruff ‘‘move 
ons” there is always a blockade. Women 
are much more curious than men, and the 
commands of the police carry no fears to 
them. With their arms full of bundles 
they stop and stare at the wreck, each oc- 
cupying as much sidewalk space as three 
men. 

It is remarkable that no accident has oc- 
curred. Late Monday afternoon, when the 
crowd was the densest, it was decided to

“Tf you give us freedom, do not blame us 
if we make use of it,”’ observes Magda in 
the interview with her stern old father just 
before he succumbs to the paralytic stroke 
caused by the flerceness of his virtue. That 
line partially solves the popularity wth 
mature and thoughtful actresses of Suder- 
mann’s unquestionably strong and undenia- 
bly dreary play. It has never been popular 
with the public, but the greatest actresses 
of the century have clung to it persistent- 
ly. It is an exploitation of types that no one 
appreciates so keenly as the player woman 
who knows the pains, the penalties and the 
pleasures of a career of art. The contrast 
between the highest development of the ar- 
tistic type and the prosaicism of the Luther- 
an-Puritan character is the strongest feat- 
ure of the play.

ony in Southern California. 


Madame Modjeska, her husband, Count 
Bozenta, and Hendryk Sienkiewicz, the 
Polish novelist and story writer, were for 
eizat long, lazy, expensive months residents 
of a modern arcadia near Anheijim, in 
Southern California. The trio were inti- 
mate friends long before Sienkiewicz 
achieved the fame he now enjoys. 

r wes in 1876.” said Count Bozenta, 
“that a company of Polish aristocrats went 
to Southern California to establish a West- 
ern Brook Farm. Never was 6uch a poeti- 
cal and thoroughly unpractical scheme con- 
ceived and earried out as our California 
colony. The ‘dea originated while a party 
of friends were at dinner at my table one 
night in Warsaw. My wife desired to aban- 
don the stage for a time, and we decided 
to put the plan into execution. 

“Soon afterward we sent two members of 
the party to America to select a Jocation for 
our modern Arcadia, and they chose An- 
heim. The inhabitants were mostly Ger- 
mans, and ae those who were to compose 
our colony could speak German, but no 
Snglish, they thought ‘t would be much 
pleasanter than any other place they had 
in mind. 

“EKichty men and women, all belonging 
to the Polish aristocracy, had promised to 
join our colony. Madame Modjeska, her 
son, and Hendryk Sienkiewicz, Juilius 
Sypinewski, his wife and two children, L. 
Paprocki, a caricaturist, and myself were 
to eross the ocean first, and the others 
were to fellow as soon as they could make 
arrangements. 

“Well, they did not come to America, and 
I presume they have never had occasion 
to regret it. ‘We who were here were living 
up all of our money and taking life in a
